As  secretary  of  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  of  VCU,  I  report  to 
you  on  the  proceedings  of  your 
association  during  the  past  12 
months.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee meetings  held  on  August 
7,  1984;  September  16,  1984; 
January  3,  1985;  January  14,  1985; 
January  27,  1985;  April  15,  1985; 
May  6,  1985;  and  May  17,  1985; 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  meet- 
ings conducted  on  September  16, 
1984;  January  27,  1985;  and  May 
17,  1985.

The  Executive  Committee 
reports  and  recommendations 
were  heard,  accepted,  and  board 
action  taken  where  necessary. 

Treasurer's  report:  received  the 
auditor's  report;  accepted  the 
proposed  budget  and  sent  it  to 
VCU  for  funding  in  1985;  ex- 
pressed willingness  to  change 
fiscal  year  from  a  January  1 
through  December  31  to  a  July  1 
through  June  30  period. 

New  facility  report:  conferred 
on  numerous  occasions  with  the 
architect  and  VCU  personnel 
regarding  the  phase  I  project; 
continued  to  work  toward  the 
signing  of  a  legal  contract  be- 
tween the  university  and  the 
alumni  association  which  will 
exchange  properties  owned  by 
each  on  East  Clay  Street;  autho- 
rized a  fund  raising  committee  to 
solicit  the  funds  needed  for  the 
new  facility. 

Nominating  Committee: 
recognized  the  need  for  officers  to 
continue  to  serve  an  additional  six 
months  if  the  fiscal  year  is 
changed. 


House  Committee:  continued  to 
provide  minimal  repairs  to  the 
property  in  anticipation  of  mov- 
ing a  portion  of  the  historic 
building  to  the  northwest  corner 
of  11th  and  East  Clay  Street. 

Further  business:  accepted  slate 
for  election  of  trustees;  selected 
the  Alumnus  of  the  Year;  autho- 
rized the  withdrawal  of  monies 
for  the  alumni  awards  to  stu- 
dents; welcomed  entering  stu- 
dents; provided  a  dance  for 
seniors;  allocated  funds  from 
operational  funding  to  six  divi- 
sions for  their  six  individual 
programs;  supervised  the  staff 
and  the  maintenance  of  alumni 
office  records.

Recognition  of  the  Past  President 

Dr.  Hodges  asked  Dr.  George  W. 
Oliver  to  come  forward  and  said, 
"In  many  ways  Gt   rge  has  really 
earned  this  silver  pin.  While  some 
of  us  hassled  the  traffic  on  the 
downtown  expressway  to  busi- 
ness meetings  in  the  Alumni 
House,  George  frequently  fought 
the  traffic  on  the  highway  from 
Williamsburg  into  Richmond  at 
the  crowded  rush  hours.  And  he 
is  always  on  time.  He  did  a 
wonderful  job  as  president  and 
continues  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
work  as  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  We  thank  you  for 
your  active  participation  in  our 
alumni  association." 

Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award 

Dr.  Hodges  said,  "I  asked  for  a 
resume  of  today's  recipient  and 
we  sent  a  thick  packet  with  an 
attached  statement  saying  it  was 
only  a  partial  list  of  his  accom- 
plishments. My  pleasant  task 
today  is  to  honor  this  Lexington, 
Virginia,  native.  Dr.  Harry  Lyons 
is  a  graduate  of  the  MCV  dental 
school,  a  former  faculty  member 
and  dean  of  the  institution,  a  past 
president  of  the  Virginia  State 
Dental  Association,  the  American 
Dental  Association,  the  Associa- 
tion of  Dental  Schools,  and  the 
American  College  of  Dentists. 
This  award  is  presented  in 
recognition  of  his  outstanding

contributions  to  excellence  in 
dental  education,  his  dedication 
to  the  high  ideals  of  professional- 
ism, and  his  continuing  inspira- 
tion and  support  to  students  of 
dentistry  past,  present,  and 
future  generations." 

Dr.  Lyons  accepted  the  award 
with  witty  words  of  appreciation 
and  wisdom.  He  recalled  his 
student  days  at  the  dental  school 
and  noted  some  of  the  changes  in 
the  MCV  Campus  since  his 
graduation  in  1923. 

Bylaws 

Mrs.  Rollings  reported  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  had  acted  on 
May  17  to  amend  the  bylaws  to 
read: 

II  Officers,  Section  1,  "...  to 
serve  for  a  year  (July  1-June 
30)  ..." 
IV  Elections,  Section  4,  "Tellers 
shall  be  appointed  by  the 
president." 
V  Fiscal  Year,  "The  fiscal  year 
of  the  Association  shall  be- 
gin on  July  1  of  each 
year  .  .  ." 
VII  Committees  Section  1, 
"...  The  nominating  com- 
mittee shall  also  present  to 
the  Board  a  slate  of  nomi- 
nees for  vacant  positions  on 
the  Board.  All  trustees  shall 
be  elected  by  mail  ballot  by 
voting  members  of  the 
Association  for  the  last  year 
preceding  the  election. 
Biographical  sketches  of 
these  nominees  shall  be 
published  or  distributed  by 
mail  to  the  members  entitled 
to  vote  with  a  limitation  of 
one  month  to  return.  An 
item  in  the  Scarab  shall 
request  voting  members  to 


submit  names  of  candidates 
for  nomination." 
VIII  Chapters  of  Alumni,  Section 
3,  "The  president  of  each 
established  chapter  shall  be 
invited  to  meetings  of  the 
Board." 
Motion  by  Mrs.  Rollings  passed 
stating  the  alumni  present  give 
approval  of  the  above  bylaw 
changes  including  the  change  of 
the  fiscal  year  and  the  terms  of 
office. 

Nominating  Commiltee  Report 

Dr.  Oliver,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  recommended  to  the 
association  that  the  terms  of  the 
current  officers  be  extended  to 
June  30,  1986.  These  persons  are 
willing  to  serve  one  and  a  half 
years  and  be  in  agreement  with 
the  bylaw  changes  concerning  the 
fiscal  year  and  terms  of  officers. 

Motion  by  Dr.  Nooney  with 
second  by  Dr.  Angelo  J;  Villani 
passed  stating  the  alumni  present 
give  approval  that  the  officers 
elected  in  May  1984  to  serve  in 
the  calendar  year  1985  should 
continue  in  their  current  offices 
until  June  30,  1986,  which  will  be 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

After  brief  announcements  Dr. 
Hodges  thanked  Mrs.  Frances  W. 
Kay,  Mrs.  Marianne  R.  Rollings, 
and  the  office  staff  for  their 
successful  planning  for  Reunion 
1985. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr. 
Watlington  the  meeting  was 
adjourned  at  2:30  pm.

President's  Report— Dr.  Alton  E. 
Hodges,  Jr. 

Board  of  Trustees,  members, 
MCV  Alumni  Association  of 
VCU,  honored  guests;  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  traces  its 
origins  to  December  1,  1837, 
when  it  was  founded  as  the 
medical  department  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  When  the  school 
opened  in  Richmond  in  Novem- 
ber 1838,  its  six  founding  faculty 
members  lectured  to  their  first

group  of  46  medical  students  in 
the  remodeled  Union  Hotel  at 
19th  and  Main  Streets. 

With  more  than  2,800  students 
enrolled  in  41  degree  programs  in 
the  School  of  Allied  Health 
Professions,  Basic  Health  Sci- 
ences, Dentistry,  Medicine, 
Nursing,  and  Pharmacy,  today 
the  MCV  Hospitals  teaching 
complex  is  one  of  the  most 
influential  and  advanced  health 
care  centers  in  the  United  States. 

As  a  leader  in  research  activi- 
ties, the  MCV  Campus  counts 
among  its  faculty  scientists  of 
international  stature.  In  the  basic 
sciences,  researchers  are  conduct- 
ing important  studies  in  physiol- 
ogy, pharmacology,  human 
genetics,  biochemistry,  pathology, 
and  other  disciplines.  Their 
findings  are  contributing  vital 
information  toward  our  under- 
standing of  how  the  human  body 
functions.  In  the  clinical  sciences, 
the  university  is  known 
worldwide  as  a  pioneer  in  organ 
transplant  research,  and  MCV 
Hospitals  is  one  of  the  nation's 
major  heart  transplant  centers. 
Neurosurgeons  at  the  hospitals' 
Head  Trauma  Center  have  devel- 
oped an  almost  revolutionary 
approach  to  the  treatment  of 
severe  head  injuries.  Important 
developments  in  the  treatment  of 
burns  and  other  types  of  trauma 
are  occurring  at  the  hospitals' 
Trauma  Center,  and  at  the  nation- 
ally recognized  Massey  Cancer 


Center  patients  from  all  over  the 
region  benefit  from  vigorous 
research  programs  aimed  at 
saving  or  prolonging  their  lives. 

As  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
active  academic  health  care 
centers  in  the  United  States,  the 
MCV  Campus  makes  perhaps  its 
greatest  contribution  to  society 
through  its  graduates.  Each  year 
800  newly  trained  health  care 
professionals  leave  the  university 
to  take  their  places  in  medical 
centers  and  communities  across 
the  nation,  bringing  with  them 
the  most  advanced  knowledge 
and  techniques  currently  known. 

To  preserve  and  enhance  a 
lifelong  relationship  between 
MCV  and  its  former  students,  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Alumni  Association  was  orga- 
nized in  the  spring  of  1889.  The 
association,  which  has  been  in 
continuous  service  to  the  medical 
college  since  its  founding,  offi- 
cially changed  its  name  in  1979  to 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Alumni  Association  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University. 

The  stated  purpose  of  the 
alumni  association  is  "to  foster  a 
spirit  of  loyalty  and  fraternity 
among  graduated  and  former 
students  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  and  to  bring  about  united 
and  concerned  action  in  promot- 
ing the  welfare  of  the  institution 
as  it  seeks  to  preserve  and  restore 
health;  to  seek  the  cause  and  cure 


of  disease;  and  to  educate  those 
who  will  serve  humanity." 

The  house  at  1105  East  Clay 
Street  has  served  as  headquarters 
for  the  MCV  Alumni  Association 
for  37  years. 

Recently,  officers  of  the  alumni 
association  and  officials  of  VCU 
have  discussed  a  number  of 
critical  problems  relating  to  the 
house.  First,  the  building  itself  is 
in  a  serious  state  of  disrepair, 
urgently  needing  such  things  as 
new  plumbing,  electrical  work, 
improved  kitchen  facilities,  and 
interior  renovation.  A  second, 
equally  serious  problem  is  the 
location  of  the  house  in  relation  to 
the  university's  long  range  plans. 
Phase  II  of  the  University  Master 
Plan  calls  for  expansion  of  the 
Nelson  Clinic,  a  building  immedi- 
ately behind  the  Maupin-Maury 
House.  A  major  construction 
project  adjacent  to  it  would  not 
only  threaten  the  physical  stabil- 
ity of  a  138-year-old  house,  but  it 
would  also  prevent  any  future 
expansion  of  the  alumni  associa- 
tion's headquarters  building. 

The  officers  of  the  alumni 
association  and  the  university 
administration  agree  that  the  best 
solution  will  be  to  move  the 
house  to  a  new  location  and  then 
undertake  the  necessary  renova- 
tion and  repairs.  The  university 
has  agreed  to  make  available  the 
property  on  the  northeast  corner 
of  11th  and  Clay  Streets — across 
Clay  from  the  Valentine  Museum 
and  next  door  to  the  Old  Shelter- 
ing Arms  Hospital  and  to  provide 
a  portion  of  the  funds  needed  to 
complete  the  move. 

The  planned  relocation  of  the 
Maupin-Maury  House  presents 
the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of 
VCU  with  a  unique  opportunity 
to  enlarge  the  scope  of  its  service 
to  the  university.  As  a  further 
extension  of  its  stated  purpose, 
the  association  proposes  to 
develop  its  headquarters  building 
as  a  center  for  the  enrichment  of 
the  entire  MCV  Campus. 

After  the  house  has  been 
moved  and  renovated,  it  will 
provide  a  congenial,  stimulating

atmosphere  for  meetings  and 
seminars  and  a  gracious,  inviting 
setting  for  social  gatherings.  Its 
central  location  in  the  heart  of  the 
MCV  Campus  will  make  it  easily 
accessible  to  members  of  the 
campus  community;  and  its 
attractive  environs  as  part  of 
Heritage  Square  will  draw  faculty, 
students,  alumni,  visitors,  and 
friends  to  it. 

In  addition  to  being  a  focal 
point  for  visiting  alumni  who 
come  to  the  campus,  the  house 
will  enrich  the  life  of  the  MCV 
Campus  in  these  ways: 

1.  Provide  deans  and  depart- 
ment heads  with  a  relaxed, 
inviting  atmosphere  for 
meetings  of  faculty. 

2.  Serve  as  a  center  for  continu- 
ing education  programs  for 
alumni. 

3.  Provide  a  hospitality  center 
for  entertaining  visiting 
lecturers  and  distinguished 
guests. 

4.  Serve  as  a  resource  center 
providing  current  informa- 
tion on  the  activities  and 
accomplishments  of  former 
students. 

5.  Provide  the  university  with  a 
vehicle  for  outreach  to  local 
community. 


Over  the  past  three  to  four 
years  the  Executive  Committee  of 
your  Board  of  Trustees  has  had 
numerous  meetings,  involving 
many  hours  in  reaching  the 
decisions  I  have  briefly  outlined 
to  you.  They  have  concluded  that 
an  active  and  vital  alumni  organi- 
zation for  this  university  is  a  must. 
The  MCV  Alumni  Association  of 
VCU  has  had  a  great  history  with 
the  university  over  the  past 
almost  100  years  (96),  and  now  as 
the  university  continues  to  grow 
we  must  prepare  ourselves  so  that 
we  can  be  a  part  of  this  future 
growth  and  continue  to  effectively 
serve  the  university  and  its 
graduates.  Our  fund  raising 
efforts  have  already  begun.  Our 
goal  is  $1.5  million.  Of  this 
amount  we  already  have  over 
$500,000;  we  expect  our  board  to 
participate  100  percent.  Each  of 
you  will  soon  receive  complete 
information  so  that  you,  too,  can 
be  a  part  of  this  effort.  The 
Executive  Committee  believes  this 
project  to  be  of  utmost  impor- 
tance. We  believe  that  is  worth- 
while, both  to  the  university  and 
to  our  own  organization.  We  also 
believe  it  is  realistic  and  attainable.

The  Hippocratic 
tradition 

The  Virginians  of  Greek  Ancestry 
presented  a  bust  of  Hippocrates 
to  the  university  in  May.  The 
bust,  created  by  well-known 
Greek  painter  and  sculptor 
Menelaos  Katafigiotis,  was  placed 
outside  the  Egyptian  Building  on 
the  MCV  Campus. 

Hippocrates  is  regarded  as  the 
Father  of  Medicine,  and  his  oath 
and  its  principles  formed  the 
foundation  of  medical  ethical 
canon.  A  revised  version  of  his 
oath  is  still  administered  today,  25 
centuries  after  his  death,  to 
graduating  medical  students. 

The  Very  Rev.  Constantine  N. 
Dombalis,  dean  of  the  Greek 
Orthodox  Cathedral  of  Virginia, 
delivered  the  invocation.  Nick 
Mathews  of  Yorktown  and  Angelo 
Mageras  of  Williamsburg,  repre- 
senting the  Greek  Orthodox 
community,  presented  the  bust. 
Dr.  Aristides  Sismanis,  associate 
professor  of  otolaryngology  on 
the  MCV  Campus,  was  responsi- 
ble for  planning  and  organizing 
the  gift. 

Greek  influence  has  helped 
shape  the  state  since  the  Colonial 


era,  and  today  more  than  50,000 
Virginians  trace  their  heritage  to 
Greece.  The  Virginians  of  Greek 


Ancestry  commissioned  Katafi- 
giotis to  carve  this  bust  to  inspire 
medical  students  and  faculty  and 
remind  those  of  Greek  ancestry  of 
their  heritage. 

Katafigiotis,  now  living  in  New 
York  City,  traveled  back  to  Greece 
to  complete  the  bust,  which  is  an 
exact  replica  of  the  one  standing 
in  the  Museum  of  Athens.  The 
marble  used  for  the  bust  came 
from  the  same  quarry  as  the 
marble  used  to  construct  the 
Parthenon. 

Funding  cancer 
research 

A  $693,577  award  from  the 
National  Cancer  Institute  has 
been  given  the  university  for 
cancer  education  over  the  next 
five  years. 

The  monies  will  enable  VCU  to 
establish  a  multidisciplinary, 
cooperative  cancer  education 
program  involving  the  Schools  of 
Medicine,  Dentistry,  and  Nursing 
on  the  MCV  Campus.  The  pro- 
ject's objective  is  to  increase  the 
number  of  students  participating 
in  cancer  research  or  service 
activities  and  to  expand  cancer- 
related  instruction. 

The  cooperative  activities 
include  basic  and  clinical  research 
experience  not  only  for  students 
from  the  three  schools  but  also  for 
pre-baccalaureate  minority 
students.  Cancer  prevention  will 
be  emphasized  in  an  extramural 
cancer  education  and  detection 
program  as  well  as  in  tobacco 
awareness  seminars. 

Self-teaching  materials  and 
guest  lecturers  will  be  used  as 
reinforcement  in  the  areas  of 
epidemiology  and  nutrition,  and 
clinical  epidemiology  will  receive 
special  attention  within  a  new 
course.  Current  methods  of 
teaching  about  the  disease  will  be 
assessed.  Retreats  and  continuing 
education  activities  that  focus  on 
the  need  for  life-long  learning  also 
are  planned. 

According  to  Dr.  Loren  Wil- 
liams, project  head,  the  cancer 


education  program  reflects  an 
interdisciplinary  approach  to 
learning  that  is  becoming  more 
common  on  campuses  across  the 
nation.  "The  trend  today  is  for 
departments  and  schools  to  band 
together  to  improve  teaching, 
research,  and  patient  care,"  he 
observed.  "Economically,  it  makes 
sense.  But  sharing  is  also  impor- 
tant in  that  it  brings  out  new 
ideas  that  wouldn't  emerge  with 
people  working  in  isolation." 

Williams  is  professor  and 
director  of  the  Center  for  Educa- 
tional Development  and  Faculty 
Resources.  He  is  also  chairman  of 
the  Cancer  Education  Council, 
which  comprises  faculty  from  the 
Schools  of  Medicine,  Dentistry, 
and  Nursing,  and  the  Massey 
Cancer  Center.  The  council  will 
oversee  the  new  program. 

Medical 
research  gift 

A  gift  valued  at  $524,369  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  George  B.  Bliley 
III  of  Suitland,  Maryland,  has 
been  designated  for  use  in  "re- 
search and  development  of  long- 
range  medical  study"  in  the 
university's  School  of  Medicine. 

Bliley  was  born  in  Richmond  in 
1912.  He  moved  to  Washington, 
D.C.,  in  the  late  1930s  to  work  in 
financial  management  for  the 
federal  government.  He  served  in 
the  U.S.  Army  in  the  mid-1940s, 
and  then  returned  to  Washington, 
D.C.  Bliley  retired  in  the  late 
1960s  after  a  stroke  left  him 
disabled,  and  lived  in  the  Prince 
Georges  County  area  of  Maryland 
until  his  death  in  1983. 

VCU  President  Edmund  F. 
Ackell  said,  "We  are  very  pleased 
to  accept  Mr.  Bliley's  generous 
donation  to  the  university.  His 
gift  will  make  possible  medical 
research  which  otherwise  would 
not  be  funded.  This  gift  is  espe- 
cially helpful  at  a  time  when 
government  support  for  research 
is  declining." 
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Elam  Toone 
endowed  chair 

The  Department  of  Internal 
Medicine  on  the  MCV  Campus 
has  launched  a  $1  million  cam- 
paign to  establish  an  endowed 
chair  within  the  department.  The 
income  from  the  endowment  will 
be  used  to  support  arthritis 
teaching,  patient  care,  and 
research,  and  will  be  named  in 
honor  of  Dr.  Elam  C.  Toone. 

Toone  founded  the  arthritis 
clinic  at  MCV  in  1938  when  there 
were  no  physicians  specializing  in 
"rheumatism."  This  same  clinic 
now  admits  more  than  9,000 
patients  annually,  many  from 
hundreds  of  miles  away.  The 
Division  of  Immunology  and 
Connective  Tissue  Disease,  which 
Toone  built,  now  has  eight  full- 
time  faculty  and  is  recognized  for 
its  outstanding  teaching.  Tradi- 
tionally more  than  half  of  the 
senior  medical  students  choose  to 
spend  extra  time  learning  about 
arthritis.  The  division  has  trained 
46  physicians  in  the  subspecialty 
of  rheumatology,  many  of  whom 
now  practice  in  the  state. 

Members  of  the  immunology 
and  connective  tissue  division  are 
internationally  known  for  their 
contributions  to  arthritis  research. 
Some  of  the  earliest  work  separat- 
ing spinal  arthritis  from  the  kind 
that  affects  the  limbs,  associating 
the  involvement  of  heart  valves 
with  the  spinal  form,  and  testing 
anti-inflammatory  drugs  now 
widely  used  in  its  treatment  was 
done  on  the  MCV  Campus.  One 
faculty  member  developed  a 
practical  way  to  diagnose  gout  by 
examining  joint  fluid.  This  test  is 
now  commonly  used  in  physi- 
cian's offices.  A  blood  test  for  a 
special  factor  present  in  rheuma- 
toid arthritis  was  refined,  stand- 
ardized, and  now  is  used  all  over 
the  world.  Studies  of  blood 
proteins  involved  in  inflammation 
led  to  the  discovery  of  three  new 
proteins  by  researchers  here. 
They  demonstrated  the  impor- 
tance of  these  molecules  in 
causing  joint  inflammation.  Some 


of  the  first  applications  of  the  new 
cell  hybridization  techniques  were 
accomplished  by  researchers  from 
the  arthritis  group. 

This  endowed  chair  will  be 
helpful  in  continuing  and  encour- 
aging the  work  Toone  began. 
Resources  to  support  work  in  the 
area  of  arthritis  are  urgently 
needed.  Because  it  cripples  but 
does  not  kill  its  victims,  arthritis 
has  not  attracted  much  attention. 
More  than  30  million  people  in 
the  United  States  and  700,000  in 
Virginia  are  affected,  yet  federal 
funding  for  arthritis  research  is 
only  one-tenth  that  for  heart 
disease  and  one-hundredth  that 
for  cancer.  The  program  begun  by 
Toone  is  already  recognized 
nationally  and  internationally  for 
the  quality  of  its  work.  Creation 
of  a  chair  in  his  honor  will 
strengthen  the  financial  base  for 
arthritis  research,  teaching,  and 
patient  care  on  the  MCV  Campus, 
and  give  the  program  the  stability 
it  needs  to  achieve  a  position  of 
national  eminence. 


MCV  Foundation 
announces  grants 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  MCV 
Foundation  has  approved  grants 
and  allocations  totaling  $844,514 
for  schools  on  the  MCV  Campus 
and  for  MCV  Hospitals.  The 
awards  were  given  for  the  1985-86 
fiscal  year,  which  began  July  1 . 

The  Schools  of  Basic  Health 
Sciences,  Medicine,  Dentistry, 
Nursing,  Pharmacy,  and  Allied 
Health  Professions  will  receive 
nearly  $800,000  to  provide  faculty 
salary  support,  student  scholar- 
ships, and  funding  for  equipment 
and  research.  More  than  $46,000 
will  be  contributed  to  MCV 
Hospitals'  indigent  patient  care 
fund. 

Support  from  the  MCV  Founda- 
tion will  enable  the  School  of 
Basic  Health  Sciences  to  purchase 
a  molecular  computer  graphics 
system.  This  computer  will  be 


used  by  researchers  in  the  Depart- 
ments of  Pharmacology  and 
Toxicology,  Biochemistry,  and 
Medicinal  Chemistry  to  build 
molecular  models  of  nucleic 
acids,  proteins,  and  cell  surface 
receptors. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  will 
replace  equipment  that  is  nearly 
15  years  old  and  establish  three 
new  operators  in  the  dental 
specialties  clinic  and  the  under- 
graduate clinic. 

The  School  of  Medicine  will 
establish  a  neurology  research 
laboratory  for  Dr.  Robert  De- 
Lorenzo,  the  new  chairman  of  the 
neurology  department.  While  at 
Yale  University,  DeLorenzo 
started  a  nationally-recognized 
neurology  research  program.  He 
plans  to  continue  his  studies  here 
on  aging,  epilepsy,  and  drug  use. 
The  pediatric  department  study 
of  how  scar  tissue  develops  in 
Crohn's  disease  will  be  aided  by 
the  purchase  of  new  laboratory 
equipment.  Research  into  cardio- 
vascular diseases  will  continue 
with  grants  provided  to  new 
investigators  in  the  internal 
medicine  department  who  have 
no  other  research  support. 

The  Schools  of  Nursing  and 
Pharmacy  will  receive  new 
computer  equipment,  and  the 
renovation  of  the  Sheltering  Arms 
Building  will  continue  for  the 
School  of  Allied  Health 
Professions. 

The  MCV  Foundation  was 
chartered  in  1949.  Its  goals 
include  supporting  a  substantial 
number  of  health-related  research 
and  teaching  positions  and 
achieving  the  highest  quality 
medical  care  available.  These 
goals  are  dependent  upon  the 
interaction  of  all  clinical,  research, 
and  educational  programs  on  the 
MCV  Campus.

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New  attraction  for 
MCVH 

A  12,700-pound  magnet  has  been 
hoisted  through  a  hole  in  a  third 
story  wall  and  placed  in  MCVH's 
Main  Hospital's  specially  con- 
structed magnetic  resonance 
imaging  (MRI)  room.  When 
installation  is  completed,  the 
magnet  will  weigh  more  than 
61,600  pounds  and  provide 
Central  Virginia  physicians  with  a 
powerful  and  sensitive  new 
diagnostic  imaging  technique. 

MRI  scanners,  perfected  in  the 
past  several  years,  use  powerful 
magnets  and  radio  frequency 
signals  to  generate  computerized 
internal  images  of  the  body.  The 
advantage  of  MRI  technology  is 
that  it  uses  no  radiation.  Instead, 
a  magnet  polarizes  certain  hydro- 
gen atoms  in  the  body.  The  atoms 
then  are  agitated  with  radio 
waves.  The  agitated  hydrogen 
atoms  emit  radio  wave  energy, 
which  is  detected  by  the  compu- 
ter and  transformed  into  images. 

MRI  scans  have  proven  useful 
in  diagnosing  central  nervous 
system  abnormalities  in  the  brain 
and  spinal  cord  area,  particularly 
in  regions  not  previously  accessi- 
ble. The  images  are  clearer  and 
more  sensitive,  and  can  provide 
necessary  information  for  the 
early  detection  of  diseases  such  as 
multiple  sclerosis. 

The  treatment  of  many  other 
diseases  may  be  advanced  by  the 
diagnostically  superior  pictures 
provided  by  MRI.  Radiologists 
have  been  using  MRI  scans  to 
diagnose  diseases  of  the  heart, 
blood  vessels,  and  bone.  Because 
MRI  scans  provide  a  three- 
dimensional  picture,  exact  tumor 
volumes  can  be  determined.  This 
information  is  useful  for  surgical 
guidance  and  radiation  therapy. 

Installation  of  the  magnet  in 
MCV  Hospitals  should  be  com- 
pleted this  fall.  The  magnet  must 
be  filled  with  cryogenic  gases  to 
cool  the  inner  core  and  then 
shielded  with  layers  of  stainless 
steel.  To  support  the  excessive 
weight,  the  MRI  room  had  to  be 
reinforced  with  steel  beams  and 


lined  with  copper  mesh  to  insu- 
late the  scanner  from  outside 
radio  frequency  signals. 

MCV  Hospitals  anticipates 
accepting  patients  for  MRI  by 
early  1986.  Currently,  the  only 
other  MRI  scanning  device  for 
Virginia  is  located  in  Charlottes- 
ville and  is  used  for  research 
purposes  alone. 

Long-term  care 
award 

Beverly  Enterprises,  the  nation's 
largest  provider  of  long-term 
health  care  for  the  elderly  and 
disabled,  has  given  the  university 
a  $74,000  award,  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  the  Department  of 
Health  Administration  in  the 
School  of  Allied  Health 
Professions. 

The  dual  purpose  of  the  award 
includes  the  implementation  of 
management  development 
programs  in  long-term  care 
administration  and  support  for 
those  projects  that  enhance  the 
department's  capability  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  graduates 
entering  the  field. 

In  addition  to  the  award  from 
Beverly  Enterprises  of  Pasadena, 
California,  the  Department  of 
Health  Administration  received 
$32,000  from  the  company's 
Eastern  division,  located  in 
Virginia  Beach.  This  award  will 
provide  stipends  for  undergradu- 
ate and  graduate  students  plan- 
ning to  enter  long-term  care 
administration. 

Maintaining  a  commitment  to 
attract  highly  qualified  nursing 
home  administrators,  Beverly 
Enterprises  has  announced  its 
intention  to  continue  annual 
financial  support  for  students  in 
the  MCV  Campus'  Department  of 
Health  Administration.

NIDR  grant

Dr.  Harry  Lyons 

Immunology 
researching 

A  team  of  MCV  Campus  research- 
ers has  been  awarded  $2.24 
million  to  study  how  chemicals 
and  drugs  affect  health  by  altering 
the  body's  immune  system. 

Through  these  studies,  re- 
searchers expect  to  determine 
why  some  individuals  are  more 
susceptible  and  others  more 
resistant  to  infections  and  other 
diseases,  such  as  cancer.  These 
studies  will  shed  new  insight  into 
how  drugs  and  chemicals  increase 
susceptibility  to  infections,  such 
as  influenza,  strep  throat,  and 
venereal  disease,  as  well  as 
allergic  reactions,  such  as  hives, 


rashes,  and  auto-immune  dis- 
eases including  lupus. 

The  funding,  which  became 
effective  May  1  and  runs  through 
a  five-year  period,  was  awarded 
by  the  National  Toxicology 
Program  (NTP),  which  has 
designated  the  team  of  research- 
ers to  run  its  laboratory  for 
immunological  research. 

NTP  unifies  under  one  organi- 
zation toxicological  research  for 
the  federal  government.  Estab- 
lished in  1978  as  a  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Human 
Services  cooperative  effort,  NTP 
coordinates  research  and  testing 
activities.  It  also  provides  infor- 
mation about  potentially  toxic 
chemicals  to  regulatory  and 
research  agencies,  with  emphasis 
on  broadening  the  science  base  of 
the  toxicology  of  chemicals. 

Dr.  Albert  E.  Munson,  a 
professor  in  the  Department  of 
Pharmacology  and  Toxicology,  is 
director  of  the  immunotoxicology 
program. 

Other  principal  researchers  also 
work  in  the  School  of  Basic  Health 
Sciences.  They  are  Dr.  S.  Gaylen 
Bradley,  dean  of  the  School  of 
Basic  Health  Sciences,  who  is 
involved  in  research  through  the 
Department  of  Microbiology  and 
Immunology;  Dr.  Francine 
Marciano-Cabral  and  Dr.  Thala- 
challour  Mohanakumar,  also  from 
the  Department  of  Microbiology 
and  Immunology;  Dr.  Kimber  L. 
White,  Jr.  and  Dr.  Walter  H. 
Carter  from  the  Department  of 
Biostatistics;  and  Dr.  Michael  P. 
Holsapple  from  the  Department 
of  Pharmacology  and  Toxicology. 

Initial  funding  of  $1.2  million 
starting  in  1979  allowed  the 
researchers  to  develop  and 
validate  methods  for  testing  the 
effects  of  chemicals  on  the  im- 
mune system.  The  new  funding 
will  allow  researchers  to  assess 
the  risks  of  selected  environmen- 
tal chemicals.  VCU  is  the  only 
university-affiliated  laboratory  for 
immunotoxicology  approved  by 
the  NTP. 


Dental  school 
endowment  fund 

Dr.  Edward  Myers  (D.D.S.  '26),  a 
retired  Norfolk  dentist,  has  made 
a  $100,000  gift  to  the  MCV  Foun- 
dation's pooled  income  fund.  The 
gift  is  restricted  to  the  Virginia 
Dental  Association,  School  of 
Dentistry  Endowment  Fund,  and 
will  be  used  to  support  dental 
research,  education,  and  patient 
services  on  the  MCV  Campus.
